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MONUMENTS. A monument is erected to Pulaski at Savannah, 


Georgia; Fort Pulaski, also in Savannah, is referred to as a National 
Munument. By order of Congress a monument in Pulaski’s honor was 
constructed in Washington, D. C. This was unveiled on May 11, 1910.° 
There are statues of Pulaski in Manchester, New Hampshire, Milwaukee, 
_ Wisconsin, Poughkeepsie, New York and Wyandotte, Michigan. 


PARKS. At present I know of only two parks dedicated to Pulaski— 
one at Sioux City, Iowa,” and the other at Wyandotte, Michigan. 


STREETS, ROADS, AVENUES, SQUARES. There is the famed 
Pulaski Skyway, the long viaduct between Newark and Jersey City, New 
Jersev. There is a Pulaski Road in Chicago, Illinois, a Pulaski street in Pu- 
laski Heights, Arkansas? a Pulaski street in Grand Rapids, Michigan, and 
a Pulaski Avenue in Cleveland, Ohio. Cleveland also has a Pulaski Square 
in the downtown section. | 

SCHOOLS. In Milwaukee, Wisconsin, there is a Pulaski School. 
while Bayonne, New Jersey, has the “General Pulaski Vocational and 
Technical High School.” | 

The above list is incomplete, yet it indicates that the name of Pulaski 
has been attached to at least twenty-five American geographical localities 
—six communities, and nineteen other minor landmarks.
